1 . It is noted that claims 2-32 were cancelled by Preliminary Amendment. 

2. This Office Action is in response to Amendment B with Terminal Disclaimer of 29 March 
1999. 

3. The person who signed the terminal disclaimer is not recognized as an officer of the 
assignee, and he/she has not been established as being authorized to act on behalf of the assignee. 
SeeMPEP§ 324. 

4. The assignee has not established its ownership interest in the application, in order to 
support the terminal disclaimer. There is no submission in the record establishing the ownership 
interest by either (a) providing documentary evidence of a chain of title from the original 
inventor(s) to the assignee, or (b) specifying (by reel and frame number) where such documentary 
evidence is recorded in the Office (37 CFR 3.73(b)). 

5. Since the Terminal Disclaimer is defective for the reasons noted hereinabove, the rejection 
of record is maintained, but with modifications that were necessitated by amendment. 

6. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
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Art Unit: 2766 

F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA

S. Patent No. 5,751,806 and claims 1-21 of U. S. Patent No. 5,406,626 
since the claims, if allowed, would improperly extend the "right to exclude" already granted in the
